Farmers say they have never known 
help to be aa hard to get, nor have 
prices evw been so high. Any kind of 
a hand wants ahaost twiee hia worth, 
if he will work atalL One farmer, 
near town Is paying a dollar a day and 
three meals for hands to shuck corn, 
and we know of one who last week 
not only paid this nrice but came to 
town in a wagon every morning, haul- 
ed the negroes to his farm, fed them 
and then hauled them to town at 
night. This was kept up until his 
large crop of corn was shucked. There 
are plenty of negroes here, but not 
onft In ten will work atJiny price. The 
good onea are aagerly aooght after, 
and any man whocan work and will 
work, can get most any wages be 
wants. Many farmers are renting 
their places and moving to towns for 
the simple reason that they cannot 
get help to handle the crops. 

This state of case exists all over 
Kentucky, and every exchange com 
ing to our desk contalna articles on 
this subject. In some towns a good 
cook is wgeth'tor weight In gold, 
while ahoMMgUHi^ aliunfy lew peo- 
ple can afford. . Many of the better 
class of darkies have moved to Indi 
ana and Ohio, as they claim to get 
better wages up there. In this claim 
they misrepresent, fur, if they woulu 
work as hard and as faithfully dowr 
here as they up there, tbey would be 
worth more money and get better pri 
ceain Kentucky. It Is a very seriouf 
propesiUon to the farmeis and house 
keepa«p,and a proUem bard to flgnre

Farmers Home Juurual:— Too tur- 
key raisers shoald now be thinking of 
getting their stock in condition for 
Tbanlugiving market. The oondition 
of the dressed fowl has much to do 
with the price. In the first j^acethey 
should be well fattened, and then 
there should be great care taken in 
the cleaning, packing, etc. There is 
a vast diff irence in the appearance of 
turkeys when sent to market: there 
are those with round plump bodies, 
yellow skin and not a break In the 
skin from liead to foot, which goes to 
stiow^that^the one who rataed them 
for market had given them especial 
care to make them have that appetiz- 
ing ap(>earauce wai.ted by the choicest 
buyers who are willing to pay the price 
for a first class aiticle. Then there 
are turkeys which have the appear- 
ance of being half starved, they are 
poor and do not have that symmetri- 
cal plumpness so much desired; the 
plucking has been poorly done, the 
skin brakeala many ptama aadthe 
flesh baa the appearance of being 
bruised ADd handled In a very careless 
manner. A trae index to the charac- 
ter of the one who raised and prepar- 
ed them for market. Such fowls nev- 
er bring the highest prices and are al- 
ways a drag on the market. There is 
no other excuse for such conditions 
than carelessness, and carelessness 
never pays m anything. It is al- 
always proitaUe to do rlf^t what you 
do-da 80 la aaadiag your turkeys to 
■aartet alwagaaee that they preaeat 
an Invlthig appearaaea whea they 
reach their destination; be careful in 
packing them and wrap each one in a 
good heavy paper, or better, a nice, 
clean cloth so that they will not rub 
each other and become bruised; pack 
in clean boxes or birrels and mark 
choice, fancy dres.sed turkeys. This 
all requires a little extra time and 
trouble, but an additional few cents 
on the poaad will well pay yooforall 
the extraa . Try this and be c onvinced,
